The greatest success anyone can 
make through life in any line of hu- 
man endeavor is to succeed in keeping 
a pure character. 
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“I have written unto you, young 
men, because ye are strong, and the 
word of God abideth in you, and ye 
have overcome the wicked one,” 1 John 
2:14. 


Young men have always had their 
places in the Church. John makes spe- 
cial mention of them, particularly be- 
cause of their strength and knowl- 
edge of the Word. There are some 
things that young men can do better 
than old men. It is a proven fact that 
they are better soldiers, can endure 
more hardness, and will learn to op- 
erate the modern weapons of warfare 
much quicker and more efficiently 
than the aged, but when it comes to 
the management and command, the 
older and more experienced men are 
chosen. 


John, the writer of the above text, 
was the youngest of the twelve apos- 
tles; Peter possibly the oldest. They 
were together when they heard that 
the body of the Lord had disappeared 
from the grave; both anxious to see 
for themselves, they ran to the open 
grave. John, the younger, outran 
Peter, the elder, and when John came 
to the open grave he stooped and 
looked in. But when Peter got there, 
he knew what to do and was not 
afraid. He, therefore, entered the 
sepulchre and made an investigation. 
The young man then followed Peter 
into the sepulchre. 


The old man has already made all 
that he will ever be; he has reached 
his zenith. Success or failure, which- 
ever it might have been, lies in the 
unchangeable past. Elderly people, 
and especially old ministers, meditate 
upon their past experiences. They like 
to relate them. Memories of bygone 
@ x: are an inspiration and hope. 

Young man, never criticize an old 
preacher for telling of his past experi- 
ences, for when you get old you will 
do the same thing. 

The young man has but little past of 
which to think. His thoughts and 
meditations are of the future. Experi- 
ences of either success or failure are 
few from which he may profit. He 
lives, fights, works, and hopes for a 
successful future ministry. 

The young minister should never 
hesitate to discuss his problems with 
an elder behind whom lies success. 
Most likely the aged has had an ex- 
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perience in his early ministry very 
similar or possibly the exact nature of 
yours, and will be glad for you to 
profit by his experience. Nothing 
pleases an old minister more than for 
a young preacher to come to him for 
advice, and no one knows this better 
than I, who was once a young 
preacher fighting for success and am 
now classed with the elders. The elder 
feels honored for you to come to him, 
and will always be ready to help you. 

The elder that rules well is worthy 
of double honor, and it is to the young 
man’s credit when he recognizes the 
works, experiences, and knowledge of 
the senior minister. Remember, it was 
he who went ahead and blazed the 
trail, built up the Church, and made 
the way for you easier. 


The elder expects the youth to 
know some new things and to be able 
to put them into action, make the 
Church bigger and better, and even 
make a greater preacher than he was. 
The world has come to its great 
knowledge by each generation profit- 
ing and adding to the knowledge of 
the former generation. The fine group 
of young people now in the Church of 
God has the prospects of a wonderful 
future. There lie in front of you days, 
weeks, months and years full of op- 
portunities. Victory for every conse- 
crated, enthusiastic, young preacher is 
just around the corner. Success is 
yours, but you must not wait for it 
to knock at your door. You will have 
to sacrifice and work to obtain it. 


One entering the ministry will meet 
many handicaps. He may look for- 
ward to a time when his battles are 
all won, and hope to settle down to 
his ministry with ease, but such a 
time will never come in the life of a 
preacher. His battles began with his 
first efforts, and will end when he is 
dead. The young preacher will have 
more problems, but the old preacher 
will have greater responsibilities.

speech, and with all that hedged in 
by mighty walls of obscurity—but 
through much prayer, consecration, 
determination, and perseverance they 
finally triumphed. 

One discouraging feature in the life 
of the young preacher is looking at 
closed doors, no demand for his serv- 
ice. The best remedy for this handicap 
is not to look for big doors, but be will- 
ing and ready to enter the small doors 
of opportunity that might open, and 
do not expect too many luxuries on 
the inside. 

Young preachers might learn a fine 
lesson from David when Goliath chal- 
lenged Israel. David told the king he 
could slay the giant, but the king did 
not believe him until David convinced 
him that he had already killed both 
the bear and lion. Young preachers 
would do well first to kill the bear 
and the lion before fighting the giant, 
but many young men are so daring 
and full of confidence that they are 
willing to risk their future by first 
testing their armor in a fight with 
the giant. That is staking too much 
and taking too great a chance. The 
young minister should be more con- 
servative and satisfied with displaying 
his ability on the less responsible jobs. 

The young man who sits down day- 
dreaming of large congregations, high- 
steepled church houses, and big sal- 
aries, seldom ever comes to the reali- 
zation of his hopes. But the man who 
enters into the ministry through sac- 
rifice and hardship, realizes more 
what it means to represent the Man 
who sacrificed all for lost humanity. 

I would advise the young man.who 
feels called to the ministry to begin 
his work by conducting prayer meet- 
ings in the local church, as opportu- 
nity may afford, then out into the 
homes of his friends, and after he has 
once started, if successful, there will 
be more and more doors opening. Calls 
should then come from small churches, 
“Come over and help us.” But if such 
calls do not, come, get out and find 
a country schoolhouse, or an old de- 
serted church house, or build a brush 
arbor, and if by that time no one 
wants to hear you preach, it might be 
well for you to reconsider. God might 
have never called you. The best evi- 
dence that God has called you to the 
ministry is the fact that people want 
to hear you.

The Other Side of the Picture 


In the writings of J. E. Conant in 
Watchman Examiner, we have the 
following startling challenge: 


Eight times more hours are spent 
at the movies than in Sunday School, 
with only one out of every twelve in 
America attending church, and seven 
of every eight children quitting church 
and Sunday School before they are 
fifteen; when fifteen million sex mag- 
azines are read every month by one- 
third of the people of this nation; 
when there are more barmaids than 
college girls, and three times as many 
criminals as college students; when 
1,000,000 young women are infected 
with social disease, 100,000 girls a year 
disappear into white slavery, 1,000,- 
000 babes a year are born out of wed- 
lock, and more are killed  be- 
fore they are born; when sixty sui- 
cides occur every day, a murder every 
forty minutes, and a major crime ev- 
ery twenty-two seconds; when two 
of every three adults, men and women, 
smoke, some women taking to pipes; 
with women drinkers increasing with 
sickening rapidity, while $750 goes for 
sinful pleasures and amusements to 
every dollar for foreign missions—we 
know that if the church of Christ does 
not wake up and become once more 
the salt that has not lost its power 
to stay the advance of corruption, this 
nation will all too soon become a 
wreck upon the pitiless shore of spiri- 
tual bankruptcy and moral degener- 
acy.

Large Number of Refugees Arrive 
in Haifa 

HAIFA—The harbor of Haifa was 
recently the scene of tumultuous wel- 
comes extended to half a dozen trans- 
ports of Jewish refugees who reached 
the shores of Palestine from various 
Balkan countries. 

The first to arrive in recent weeks 
was a group of 308 Jews from Ru- 
mania, after traveling overland from 
Istanbul. They included 164 children 
and a group of rabbis headed by the 
Rabbis of Vishnietz. 

Another 450 Jewish refugees from 
Rumania arrived on board the steam- 
ers “Bulbul” and “Bella Citta” via 
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Turkey. They included 250 Halutzim 
(pioneers), and a number were vet- 
eran Zionists. 


A dispatch from London reports 
the arrival in Palestine of 75 more 
children who have been brought un- 
der the Youth Aliyah. Of this group, 
40 are Bulgarian children, 10 from 
Tripolitania, 15 are young Greek refu- 
gees. The remaining 10 children came 
directly from a German concentra- 
tion camp and were included in the 
exchange transport which just 
reached Palestine. All these young- 
sters have been placed in schools and 
settlements under the auspices of 
Youth Aliyah which is headed by Miss 
Henrietta Szold. 

Another large transport carrying 
196 boys and girls arrived in Palestine, 
according to a further announcement 
by the Youth Aliyah.—The New Pales- 
tine.

Youth Rallies 


There are some 400 cities through- 
out the United States now reported to 
be conducting youth rallies each Sat- 
urday evening, according to J. Elwing 
Wright, field secretary of N. A. E. In 
some cities large attendance is report- 
ed, gatherings from 1,500 to 4,000 and 
even larger, such as some 26,000 in 
Chicago Stadium. Plans are now being 
made for a rally at Soldiers Field, with 
an expected attendance of 100,000. 
Those who are acquainted with Dr. 
Wright know him to be a forceful 
speaker and tireless worker. We most 
certainly hope that God will awaken 
our youth to the need of Christ.

Catholic Crime Percentages 


The Converted Catholic Magazine 
makes the very interesting comparison 
of crime averages: 

“In judging these percentages it 
must be remembered that Catholics, 
according to their church’s own esti- 
mates, form only about 16 per cent of 
the total population of the United 
States. On page 76 of Father Kalmer’s 
book, Table III shows that in a selec- 
tion of twenty-eight states, the aver- 
age Catholic population is slightly 
higher, but still only 17.24 per cent, 





whereas the average Catholic prison 
population in those same _ twenty- 
eight states is 33.62 per cent. 


“But if we select a few typical states 
we find the following: 

New York: 26.73 per cent of total 
population is Catholic; 56.46 per cent 
of prison population is Catholic. 

Arizona: 3.16 per cent of total pop- 
ulation is Catholic; 53.26 per cent of 
prison population is Catholic. 

California: 16.83 per cent of total 
population is Catholic; 43.61 per cent 
of prison population is Catholic. 

Wisconsin: 23.79 per cent of total 
population is Catholic; 43.52 per cent 
of prison population is Catholic. 


Wyoming: 17.13 per cent of total 
population is Catholic; 32.18 per cent 
of prison population is Catholic. 

“Tt should be noted that these Cath- 
olic prison chaplains put forward the 
argument, as in their favor, that the 
majority of Catholics committed to 
prison are either of foreign birth or 
parentage, mostly Italian, Spanish, 
Polish, Austrian and Irish. This, how- 
ever, does not serve to exculpate the 
Catholic Church, since these are Cath- 
oOlic countries par excellence, where 
“Roman Catholic culture” is most ef- 
fective. On the contrary, it only serves 
to show that our much-maligned tra- 
ditional American secular education 
and non-Catholic culture cannot be 
blamed for the crime increase in this 
country. The balance, therefore, in 
every instance—both as to religion 
and type of schooling—is in favor of 
non-Catholic upbringing and our sec- 
ular public school education.”

It is Sunday afternoon and I have 
been alone in the house. It is raining 
and dreary on the outside, but thank 
God for the sunshine of His love in 
my soul. While going about the task 
of “doing the dishes,” a great many 
thoughts on the above stated subject 
have been going through my mind 
and I feel like writing them down in 
order and thinking further along this 
line. 

I do now, and have for a number 
of years, felt a burden for our young 


folks, especially the teen-age group. - 


It is during these years, for the most 
part, that they are either won to 
Christ or lost. It is at this time that 
the enemy of their souls comes to 
them with persuasive and soothing 
words and paints a beautiful, entic- 
ing picture for them of the pleasures 
of the world, seeking to lead them in- 
to the broad way. Oh, that we would 
work as earnestly for their salvation 
as he does for their destruction! The 
many, many boys and girls whom I 
have seen make a start towards a 
Christian life, only to become dis- 
couraged and fall by the wayside! 
How many times has it been our fault 
because we failed to be to them what 
we should have been? 

A few words concerning my own 
experience. God first dealt with me 
when I was six years old. I was defi- 
nitely saved at eight, later sanctified, 
and when twelve years old received 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. I went 
to different Pentecostal services, with 
my parents or alone, and was always 
anxious to seek the Lord at any altar 
whenever there was an opportunity. 
After receiving the Baptism, like 
many an adult has done, I “rested on 
my oars,” and a year later backslid. 
At fifteen I returned to the fold, 
prayed through, and joined the Balti- 
more Pentecostal Holiness Church. 
This was twenty years ago. I praise 
God from the depths of my heart for 
the abiding presence of His Spirit in 
my life today. 

There are certain qualities that are 
necessary for success in any field of 
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endeavor. Two of these are vision and 
the courage to leave the beaten path. 
If we would accomplish great things 
for God, we must attempt great 
things. As to vision, it has been truly 
said that what a man can imagine he 
can do. Certainly, this is true as con- 
cerns spiritual things, with God on our 
side. Once I heard a Christian, who 
conducts a blessed radio program, say 
that the way to grow in God is to at- 
tempt a job that is too big for us, 
acknowledge our weakness, seek God’s 
help and leave the rest with Him. We 
know the Word teaches us that if we 
use those talents we possess, our 
talents will be increased. 


Let’s be honest and admit that we, 
as a church, have failed our boys and 
girls. To make this admission is not 
enough, we must do something about 
it. Let us humbly repent for this sin 
of omission, then seek God’s guidance. 

Our young folks have boundless 
energy and more leisure time than 
they will have in later years. How 
often we mothers have heard the 
plaintive cry, “What can I do?” Social 
contacts are very necessary for their 
development. If we allow things to 
follow their natural course, our chil- 
dren’s friends will probably be those 
who live close by, or their schoolmates. 
In all likelihood they will be children 
who have not been taught the same 
standards of living as our children. 
The final result will be that the boys 
and girls of Pentecostal parents will 
adopt the same standards as their 
friends or they will be without friends. 

The youngsters in our Sunday 
Schools and youth societies are not 
sufficiently acquainted to become 
“chummy” because they are not given 
the opportunity to meet on a social 
plane. Also, in some of our churches 
the number of young people is quite 
small and there is a wide difference in 
their ages. In some of our cities Pen- 
tecostal ministerial associations have 
been formed and I believe that 


through the medium of these associa- 
tions, great things can be done for our 
girls and boys, either on a city-wide 
basis or possibly by certain sections of 
the city, so that several churches 
would be included in each unit. We 
all know the inspiration there is in 
large numbers, and young people 
especially believe in the adage, “The 
more the merrier.” During the months 
when school is in session the most of 
these boys and girls are free either 
Friday or Saturday night and Satur- 
day and Sunday afternoons. We 
should certainly plan some activities 
for at least a portion of this time. Of 
course, in some churches the young 
people’s service is held on Friday or 
Saturday night. Certainly, I do not 
mean to underrate the value of the 
part our children have in Sunday 
School and the youth societies and I 
realize they are given more recogni- 
tion now than in former years. I am 
just trying to say that they have ex- 
tra time and energy that could be put 
to good use in a way that would bring 
them enjoyment and spiritual benefit 
and, most important of all, would 
make them a blessing to others. 


As to social affairs, during the win- 
ter there could be indoor gatherings 
of different kinds and in fine weather 
outdoor activities could be planned. 
Concerning meetings of a religious 
character, these could be varied to in- 
clude prayer meetings, tarrying serv- 
ices, testimony meetings, Bible studies, 
services in parks, on the street, in in- 
stitutions; musicals, plays, and on and 
on. With consecration and zeal many 
interesting and enjoyable’ things 
could be done. Possibly many young 
persons who had been “halting be- 
tween two opinions” would decide that 
there really is pleasure to be found 
in the service of the King. 

In those cities wnere there are min- 
isterial associations it is my sugges- 
tion that the association call a meet- 
ing of the pastor of each church and 
the president of each young people’s 
society to consider and plan for some-

make you think you are ruined for- 
ever. Now these things and the like 
will come our way, and it will take 
courage to withstand them, but re- 
member, it cost Jesus humiliation and 
Shame to pave the way of life for us, 
and the servant is not greater than 
his lord. He said, “Suppose ye that I 
am come to give peace on the earth? 
I tell you nay; but rather division,” 
Luke 12:51. He went on to say in a 
house of five there would be three 
against two, and two against three. 
Yes, a man’s foes would be those of 
his own household. But what did He 
say? If- you love them better than 
you do me, you are not worthy to be 
my disciple. 

We find little David down at the 
battlefront one day, and he was not 
the kind to run when the battle gets 
hot. The spirit of perseverance burned 
in his soul, but his brother, Eliab, mis- 
understood him and railed on him, 
but this did not stop him. No, he 
pressed on. When he came before the 
king he again met some would-be dis- 
couragement. We see King Saul as he 
sat there, probably wide-eyed with 
astonishment, saying, “Why, you are 
but a boy, you are not able to go out 
against this man of war.” But there 
was no stopping him. He had proved 
his God and he knew what He could 
do. His family troubles didn’t stop 
here, but we find him a few years 
later, when the ark of the Lord was 
brought up from the house of Obed- 
edom to Jerusalem, he became so 
happy he danced before the Lord with 
all his might. His wife, like the mod- 
ernists of our day, despised him in 
her proud heart, and went out to 
meet him, scornfully accusing him of 
making himself vile. He answered, 
“Why, it was before the Lord, and if 
that is what you call vile, I’ll make 
myself more vile.” Thank God for 
servants that are established, un- 
movable in the faith. Don’t forget, 
God knows what is best for us and 
all things do work together for good 
for them that love Him. 

Well do I remember in the early 
days of my salvation, how those who 
should have been nearest me caused 
me to wring my hands in despair. Yes, 
my sleep went from me, thoughts up- 
on my bed tortured my soul. Satan 


seemed to wallow me in the dust of 
humility; but the God-given will to 
hold on gripped my soul. I wept before 
the Lord to supply my needs. God saw 
my tears. He fought my battles and 
brought me through victorious. Since 
that time memory of those experiences 
of perseverance have kept me in the 
way of life. How? Why, if God could 
bring me through that He could bring 
me through anything. Why not stand 
my ground and refuse to compromise. 
So often we, like Jacob, have to learn 
our lesson by hard experience. We 
know God meant for him to have the 
birthright, for He told his mother so, 
even before his birth. But I dare say 
he tried for a time to take things in 
his own hands and after all was said 
and done he ran off because he was 
powerless to stand and face the issue. 
Thus he came to the end of Jacob’s 
row. Over in another land he learned 
his lesson in undermining. Then the 
Lord told him to go back, probably to 
straighten up. We find him over there 
just prior to his meeting with his 
brother Esau. The clouds were hang- 
ing low now. Jacob felt keenly his 
need of God. My, what a little fellow 
he was now. We see him as he gets 
everything and everybody out of the 
way. Then he steals away alone and 
all night long he wrestled. He was 
depending wholly on the Lord. He 
set out to get the blessing and he 
meant to have it. Hear him say, in 
determined tones, “I’ll not let you go 
except you bless me.” What were the 
results? No longer was he an under- 
mining Jacob, but rather a prince of 
God. 

Friends, surely we, as Jacob, need 
a deeper experience with God. Why 
not follow his example and do some 
wrestling? Surely we are living on the 
very eve of His coming, and in order 
to be like Him when He appears we 
must purify ourselves even as He is 
pure.

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Sacrificing Principle for Prestige 


There is a dangerous undertow in 
the life of every Christian; namely, 
the temptation to be popular with the 
crowd. 


There was a time in Christianity 
when zealous Christians, in their de- 
sire to be separate from worldliness, 
were becoming looked upon as 
Pharisees possessing the “better than 
thou” spirit of “Father, I thank thee 
that I am not as other men are.” 


In order to combat this extremity 
and to reach more people many have 
drifted in the opposite direction to 
the other extreme of embracing 
worldliness. 

Modernism is an apt example of the 


fartherest extreme of compromise, 
that has gone so far as to deny the 


very foundation of Christianity; 
namely, Christ’s virgin birth, His 
atoning death, and His’ miraculous 
resurrection. 


Never has God commanded us to be 
popular with the crowd; in fact, He 
has commanded the opposite, “Come 
out from among them.” “Be ye sepa- 
rate.” “Be ye not unequally yoked 
together with unbelievers.” “Keep 
himself unspotted from the world.” 

Though the majority rules in parlia- 
mentary practice, yet never should 
Christianity follow the masses. Jesus 
Himself states that the majority is cn 
a road that leads to destruction. Mat- 
thew 7:13, 14. 

I am an admirer of Daniel. “Daniel 
purposed in his heart that he would 
not defile himself.” Today, the com- 
promisers of Daniel’s day are forgot- 
ten but the name of Daniel is 
exalted in poetry, prose, and song. “He, 
being dead, yet speaketh.” “He that 
doeth the will of God abideth forever.” 


“A good name is to be chosen.” Pres- 
tige is good if it is with the 
right crowd; but the same Book says, 
“Beware, when all men speak well of 
you.” 

Principle! Christian principle! is 
our crying need. Where are our perse- 
cutions? 2 Tim 3:12; John 15:18, 19; 
Luke 6:22, 23. Brother, my opinion is 
that they are being drowned in the 
“sea of popularity” and the tide is 
fast rising. Thank God, for that pre- 
cious beatitude, “Blessed are they 
that are persecuted for righteous- 
ness’ sake.” Mind you, I said, “for 
righteousness’ sake.” Confidence in 
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this beatitude has made the marytr 
grasp his burning stake with palms of 
victory. It made Stephen in his cruel 
death peer past the “valley of the 
Shadow of death” and see “him that 
ruleth on high.” It brought from him 
the ecstatic cry of a conqueror, “I see 
Jesus.” I think the story would have 
had a different ending had Stephen 
catered to the whims and desires of 
his hearers. 


The Bible is full of examples of men 
and women who had not the grace 
and “backbone,” if you please, to say 
“NO” to the crowd. Pilate is probably 
the chief champion of the theory 
“compromise with popular opinion.” I 
am persuaded that the popular opin- 
ion of the masses today has not 
changed. “Let Him be crucified” is 
their cry and there are many people 
today, even preachers, who, through 
weakness, surrender to their cries, 
“sacrificing principle for prestige.” 


While the Church is being beset as 
never before with a popular trend to- 
ward worldliness and even to the ex- 
treme trend of modernism, give us 
more preachers like Peter, who, in the 
face of persecution by the Jewish 
Council, uttered the immortal clause, 
“We ought to obey God rather than 
men.” 

Shadrach, Meshach, and Abednego 
when faced with the wonderful (?) 
prospect of being cast into a fiery 
furnace had the courage to tell the 
king that they would trust in their 
God. What if we are cast into the fiery 
furnace? Isn’t the “Fourth Man” that 
appeared with Shadrach, Meshach 
and Abednego still the same? He- 
brews 13:8. 

Unpopular preaching by John the 
Baptist caused him to lose his head 
but his soul was preserved. Luke 17:33. 
It is impossible to spite a Christian by 
killing him. It is like helping a pilgrim 
to find his homeland, or like helping 
a stranger to find his friends. We are 
not made for this old world of sin and 
wickedness, “we are pilgrims and 
strangers seeking a city to come.” 
Thank God for that old song, “I Don’t 
Want To Get Adjusted to this World.” 
I can say with deepest pleasure, with 
the author of that song, “I have a 
home that’s so much better.”

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Baptism of the Holy Ghost 
By A. H. Batts 


John the Baptist, in Mark 1:8, said, 
“T indeed have baptized you with wa- 
ter: but he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost.” In Acts 1:5 Jesus said, 
“John truly baptized with water; but 
ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost.” Acts 11:15,16, “As I began to 
speak, the Holy Ghost fell on them, 
as on us at the beginning. Then re- 
membered I the word of the Lord, how 
that he said, John indeed baptized 
with water; but ye shall be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost.” 

Since in the gospel of Christ, the 
greatest prophet born of woman, John 
the Baptist, and also the immaculate 
Son of God, and the chief apostle 
Peter, who had the keys of the king- 
dom, all three used the term “baptized 
with the Holy Spirit,” I feel perfectly 
safe in using the same term. 

In the one single experience of the 
household of Cornelius, recorded in 
Acts 10, I want to call your attention 
to the different words used in refer- 
ring to their experience. While Peter 
yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost 
fell on all that heard the word. The 
believers who came with Peter were 
astonished “that on the Gentiles also 
was poured out the gift of the Holy 
Ghost ....For they heard them 
speak with tongues, and magnify God. 
Then answered Peter, Can any man 
forbid water, that these should not be 
baptized, which have received the Holy 
Ghost as well as we?” And in Chapter 
11:15, “As I began to speak, the Holy 
Ghost fell on them, as on us at 
the beginning. Then remembered 
I the word of the Lord, how that he 
said, John indeed baptized with water; 
but ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost. Forasmuch then as God gave 
them the like gift as he did unto us, 
who believed on the Lord Jesus Christ; 
what was I, that I could withstand 
God?” So in this experience we find 
the words fell, poured out, received, 
gave, and baptize all refer to the 
same experience; namely, baptized 
with the Holy Spirit. God gave us the 
Holy Ghost and when He came He 
filled our body, 1 Cor. 6:19. When He 
came into our body, He not only filled 
us, but He baptized our inward man. 
Our soul is buried, covered. Isa. 30:1. 
Our real life is hid with Christ in God. 
(God is a Spirit.) Therefore, we are 
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filled and baptized at the same time. 
ALL BELIEVERS 
Joel 2:28, 29, “I will pour out 
my spirit upon all flesh; and your 
sons and daughters shall prophesy, 
.. also upon the servants and upon 
the handmaids in those days will I 
pour out my spirit.” In this scripture 
the prophet promises an outpouring 
or the baptism of the Spirit for all 
flesh, even for the servants and for 
the maids. 


Mark 1:5, 7, 8, “There went out un- 
to him all the land of Judaea, and 
they of Jerusalem, and were all bap- 
tized of him in the river of Jordan, 
confessing their sins. And preached, 
Saying, .... I indeed have baptized 
you with water: but he shall baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost.” John did 
not promise this blessing to a certain 
group, nor to a certain number, but 
said, “I indeed have baptized you..... 
but he shall baptize you (all of you) 
with the Holy Ghost.” 

In John 7:37-39 Jesus said, “If any 
man thirst, let him come unto me, and 
drink. He that believeth on me,..... 
out of his belly shall flow rivers of liv- 
ing water. (But this spake he of the 
Spirit, which they that believe on him 
should receive: for the Holy Ghost was 
not yet given; because that Jesus was 
not yet glorified).” John said Jesus 
referred to the Holy Ghost. He said 
they that believe should receive Him. 
If any man thirst, it matters not who 
he is, let him come with a believing 
heart and receive the Holy Ghost. 
John 14:15, 16, “If ye love me, keep 
my commandments. And I will pray 
the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter’—which is. the 
Holy Ghost. Who did Jesus say could 
have the blessing? Those who love 
Him and keep His commandments. 

Acts 2:17, 18, “It shall come to pass 
in the last days, saith God, I will pour 
out of my Spirit upon all flesh: and 
your sons and daughters shall proph- 
esy, and your young men shall see 
visions, and your old men shall dream 
dreams. And on my servants and on 
my handmaidens I will pour out (or 
baptize) in those days of my Spirit; 
and they shall prophesy.” In _ this 
scripture God promises us through the 
apostle Peter, that in the last days 


there would be a special outpouring of 
His Spirit upon all flesh. And in verse 
18 He promises to pour His Spiriteout 
upon His servants. My friends, if we 
are living in the last days and if we 
are servants of God, He has promised 
to pour His Holy Spirit out upon us. I 
do not mean to say that all believers 
have the baptism of the Spirit, but 
that the baptism of the Spirit is prom- 
ised to all believers. 


PROMISE 


Acts 2:38, 39, “Ye. shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. For the prom- 
ise is unto you, and to your chil- 
dren, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call.” 

Now since the promise is to every 
one that God calls, and to all our 
fathers and mothers, to all their chil- 
dren, and all that are afar off, I be- 
lieve we would do well to find out for 
sure what the promise of the gift of 
the Holy Ghost is, and I know of no 
better way than the Bible way. Luke 
24:49, “Behold, I send the promise of 
my Father upon you: but tarry ye in 
the city of Jerusalem, until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high.” Ac- 
cording to this statement of Jesus, 
when we receive the promise of the 
Father, we shall receive power from on 
high. Acts 1:8, “Ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is come up- 
on you.” Acts 1:4, 5, “And, being as- 
sembled together with them, com- 
manded them.... wait for the prom- 
ise of the Father, which, saith he, ye 
have heard of me. For John truly bap- 
tized with water; but ye shall be bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost.” So we see 
that in these two verses, Jesus refers 
to the promise of the Father as the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. 


Acts 2:33, “Therefore being by the 
right hand of God exalted, and having 
received of the Father the promise of 
the Holy Ghost, he hath shed forth 
this, which ye now see and hear.” 
They saw the manifestation of the 
power of God like unto a rushing 
mighty wind. They heard them speak- 
ing in tongues. Peter said, “This is the 
promise of the Father, the Holy Ghost, 
and it was shed forth from the throne 
of God.” Gal 3:13, 14, “Christ.... be- 
ing made a curse for us: for it is 
written, Cursed is every one that 
hangeth on a tree: That the blessing 
of Abraham might come on the Gen- 
tiles through Jesus Christ; that we 
might receive the promise of the Spirit 
through faith.” Eph. 1:13, “In whom

also after that ye believed, ye were 
sealed with that holy Spirit of prom- 
ise.” “And the promise is unto you 
and your children, and to all that are 
afar off, even as many as the Lord 
our God shall call.” My friends, let 
these things sink down deep in your 
heart, and remember, if you are a be- 
liever, the baptism of the Holy Spirit 
is for you, and Peter said, “Ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost,” 
Acts 2:38. 
GIFT 

Let us consider the gift of the Holy 
Ghost in the light of the scripture. 
Luke 11:13, “If ye then, being evil, 
know how to give good gifts unto your 
children: how much more shall your 
heavenly Father give the Holy Spirit 
to them that ask him?” Yes, the Holy 
Spirit is a gift; and here Jesus prom- 
ises the gift to all who ask Him. 

Acts 10:44-46, “While Peter yet 
spake these words, the Holy Ghost fell 
on all them which heard the word. And 
they of the circumcision which be- 
lieved were astonished, as many as 
came with Peter, because that on the 
Gentiles also was poured out the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. For they heard 
them speak with tongues.” 

In verse 44, the writer said Holy 
Ghost, and in verse 45 he called the 
same experience the gift of the Holy 
Ghost, and in verse 46 the proof of the 
gift of the Holy Ghost, “for they heard 
them speak with tongues and magnify 
God.” Acts 11:15, 17, “As I began to 
speak, the Holy Ghost fell on them, 
as on us at the beginning. Forasmuch 
then as God gave them the like gift 
as he did unto us, what was I, 
that I could withstand God?” In this 
scripture Peter says the Holy Ghost 
fell on the Gentiles as on the disciples 
at Pentecost. In verse 16, he referred 
to the experience as the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, and in verse 17 he 
calls it the like gift, or the gift like 
He gave us in the beginning. So these 
people received the gift, and the dis- 
ciples at Pentecost received the gift, 
being witnessed by speaking in 
tongues (Acts 2:4; 10:46), and Peter 
said if we repent and be baptized in 
the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
we shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 

My friends, the Holy Ghost is re- 
ferred to asa promise because the 
Father promised Him to us through 
the prophets Isaiah, Jeremiah, Joel, 
John the Baptist, Jesus, and others, 
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and is called a gift because God gave 
Him as a Comforter to His believing 
children. In Acts 19:2, 9, Paul found 
some Christians called believers and 
disciples, baptized in water; yes, my 
friends, children of God. The first 
thing Paul asked, “Have you received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed?” or 
since becoming the children of God by 
faith? They did not tell Paul they re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost baptism when 
God saved them, but said, “We have 
not so much as heard whether there 
be any Holy Ghost.” Paul began to ask 
questions and preach the full gospel to 
them, and twelve of the best men (and 
I don’t know how many women and 
children) received the Holy Ghost and 
spoke with tongues and magnified 
God. 

We are living in the last day, the 
true light is shining, latter rain falling 
—good, honest-hearted people of God 
by the thousands are receiving the 
glorious experience, the Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. “Have you received the 
Holy Ghost since you believed?” Acts 
19:2.
